Student Leadership Development, a 
division of Student Life, will undergo 
reorganization this summer, including 
the elimination of the division’s man- 
aging director position, said Student 
Life Vice President Alton Wade. 

Student Leadership Development is 
responsible for the Ernest L. 
Wilkinson Center and most of the 
shops and services in it, including 
BYUSA, the Service Leadership 
Involvement Center, the Varsity 
Theater and Cosmo and the cheer- 
leaders. 

Wade said changes will deal with 
administration more than programs. 

“Some of the programs will not be 
affected at all,” he said. Others will 
get minor adjustments as they are 
consolidated, he said. 

Wade emphasized that options 
abound but that little has been final- 
ized so far. 

Wade has decided to get closer, 
administratively, to the various areas 
of Student Life, he said. 

“Instead of me now having three 
people answer to me — the dean of 
students, the assistant vice president 
for SAS and the chief of University 
Police — there will be six or seven 
answering to me in the future,” Wade 
said. 

Student Leadership Development’s 
business operations, such as Outdoors 
Unlimited and Cougar Creations, will 
move to Student Auxiliary Services, 


he said. Some of the other 
programs currently under 
Student Leadership 
Development will be under 
the dean of students, Wade 
said. 

Wade said it has not yet 
been decided what Tammie 
Quick, managing director of 
Student Leadership 
Development, will do once 
her position is dissolved.

number of illegal immigrants who are 
involved in gang and drug activities. 

“Basically, we’re experiencing an 
influx of illegal immigrants, some of 
which are involved in the drug cul- 
ture,” said Capt. Thompson. “Illegal 
immigrants often come and rub 
elbows with criminals and become 
victimized.” 

Laticia Medina, chair of the 
Governor’s Hispanic Advisory 
Council, stated that illegal immigrants 
sometimes turn to drug trafficking 
and gangs because they lack the 
means to survive any other way. 

“Unfortunately, Americans like 
drugs which results in competition 
(among the drug dealers) and that 
means murder,” she said. “When 
you’re dealing with drugs there will 
always be homicides.” 

Susan Burke, the State of Utah anti- 
violence director, attributed the rise in 
overall crime and homicide to the 
lack of jail space and the early release 
of many criminals. 

“Salt Lake City attracts more than 
its fair share of criminals,” Burke 
said. “I think that the word gets out

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Bangladesh tornado kills at least 443

RAMPUR, Bangladesh — It took the tornado less than a 
half-hour to flatten 80 villages, bury children beneath their 
school and kill scores with scraps of tin roofs and tree 
branches transformed into missiles by the 125-mph winds. 

Bangladesh has a long, sad history of natural disasters. 
But no one was prepared for Monday’s tornado, which 
local officials say killed at least 443 people and injured 
more than 32,000. 

As the extent of the disaster unfolded Tuesday, the sur- 
vivors accused the government of failing to provide emer- 
gency assistance and local hospitals of turning away vic- 
tims. 

The tornado struck hardest in Tangail district, 45 miles 
north of Dhaka, the capital of Bangladesh. 

At least 120 of the dead came from Bashail, a village 
where the victims included students in a boarding school 
building that collapsed on top of them, said Irsat Jahan, the 
local administrator. 

Death came in other forms too. 

“When the killer storm came, I saw the tin roofs of 
homes cut into pieces and flying everywhere,” said 
Reazuddin Ahmed, a 45-year-old weaver from Rampur 
village. 

When the sky darkened and the winds began to howl, 
Ahmed said he gathered his wife and three children near a 
cement wall alongside a road near their home and prayed 
to be spared. 

There they watched the tornado toss the village’s many 
wooden and tin-roofed houses into the air and reduce sev- 
eral larger buildings, including a movie house, to rubble. 

“It looked like hell had been let loose. It was dust and 
wind everywhere. We prayed to God: Save us,” said Babul 
Ahmed, Reazuddin’s 10-year-old son. 


The Ahmeds survived, but at least 55 of their neighbors 
perished. 

Deaths were also reported in the neighboring villages of 
Gopalpur, Kalihati, Shafiur, Mirzapur and Ghatail. 

Many of the survivors were left alone to search for the 
bodies of their relatives and to prepare for their burial. 

They included Noorjahan Begum, a 50-year-old who lost 
her daughter, a sister and a brother-in-law. 

“Look at her. She was playing with her friends just min- 
utes before the tragedy struck,” Begum said, pointing at 
her daughter’s body covered with a torn quilt. 

State radio initially underestimated the death toll at 22 — 
apparently one reason for the government’s failure to 
immediately send relief workers and supplies. 

Another was the scope of destruction, compounded by 
downed communication lines in this densely populated, 
impoverished country of 128 million people. 

The tragedy quickly overwhelmed the local hospitals as 
thousands of injured people arrived for treatment. 

At a government hospital in Tangail, Mohammad Arif, a 
10-year-old boy, was writhing on a floor alongside six 
bodies wrapped in bedspreads. 

The 200-bed hospital was flooded with more than 1,000 
injured people lying on its floors. 

Tornadoes are common in the tropical delta of 
Bangladesh during April, May and June, leading up to the 
annual monsoon in July. 

In 1989, a tornado in northwestern Bangladesh killed 
about 500 people. But they usually kill far fewer people 
than the cyclones and floods that often strike Bangladesh 
after crashing ashore from the Bay of Bengal. 

At least 130,000 people died when a cyclone pounded 
the southern coast in 1991, causing more than $2 billion 
damage to a country that counts jute among its primary 
sources of revenue.

One way to solve the problem of 
increased crime is to get federal help 
from the Immigration and 
Naturalization Services in order to 
ensure that deported illegal immi- 
grants don’t return, Burke said.

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Boy hijacks school bus, 
hits SLC house at 50 mph

SALT LAKE CITY — A 15-year- 
old boy distraught about the deaths of 
his friends shot and wounded a school 
bus driver today, drove off in the 
empty bus and crashed into a house. 

He killed himself with a single shot 
in the head, police said. 

Sgt. Jim Potter, of the Salt Lake 
City sheriffs office, said the youth, 
identified as Justin Allgood, died 
from a single shot in the mouth from 
a high-caliber revolver, either before 
or after the bus he had commandeered 
crashed into a house at the end of a 
dead-end street. 

Initially, Salt Lake County Sheriff 
Aaron Kennard said it appeared 
Allgood had died from the impact of 
the crash, but Potter later said the 
body had an exit wound in the back of 
the head. 

;Kennard said the bus was thought to 
be going about 50-60 miles per hour 
when it struck the house after first 
crashing through a chain-link fence 
and jumping a two-foot-wide creek. 

The bus was wedged nearly halfway 
inside the house. 

The body was found in the driver’s 


chair, secured by a seat belt, Kennard 
said. He said SWAT team members 
had located the body after breaking 
out windows in the bus. 

The announcement ended a vigil 
that began after the youth comman- 
deered the bus about 7:20 a.m. and, 
after a police chase, crashed into the 
home of former Salt Lake County 
sheriff's deputy Dick Johnson. 

“T was still in bed in the bedroom ... 
we had no idea what was going on,” 
said Johnson, who suffered a shoulder 
injury when he exited the house with 
a gun and was tackled by police pur- 
suing the bus. 

Kennard called the outcome a 
tragedy and said the boy’s family was 
“devastated.” 

“All the information we have is he’s 
a good kid who has gone through 
some personal tragedies in his life 
that have pushed him over the edge,” 
Kennard said before the body was 
found. 

Matt Herbert, a sheriff's juvenile 
division detective, said the youth had 
lost a friend Monday in a car accident 
and two other friends two weeks ago 
in another traffic accident. 
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Number of HIV-positive Russians doubles 


MOSCOW — The number of people in Russia testing positive for the virus 
that causes AIDS doubled last year and the country will soon be facing an 
AIDS epidemic, health officials said Tuesday. 

Russia has 1,157 people registered as HIV positive and expects as many as 
4,000 by the end of the year, said the Health Ministry’s chief AIDS specialist 
Alexander Goliusov. 

The real numbers are several times higher. Many people are reluctant to 
undergo testing. “We have enough cases now to begin talking of it as an epi- 
demic,” Goliusov told the Interfax news agency. 

Peter Piot, an infectious disease specialist from Belgium, also said Russia 
was close to an epidemic. 

Piot, director of UNAIDS, a new United Nations program, told a news con- 
ference at the Health Ministry that a sharp rise in sexually transmitted diseases 
in Russia foreshadows a rise in AIDS cases. The number of syphilis cases rose 
2 1/2 times last year, the report said. 

Since the first cases appeared in Russia in 1987, 205 people, 95 of them chil- 
dren, have developed AIDS, Goliusov said. Of these, 137 have died, 64 of them 
children. 


Kevorkian acquitted, another trial unlikely 


PONTIAC, Mich. — Dr. Jack Kevorkian was acquitted today of two counts 
of assisted suicide, the third time prosecutors failed to get a conviction against 
- the right-to-die crusader. Defense lawyer Geoffrey Fieger said he doesn’t think 
Kevorkian will be tried again. 

The verdict was met by no immediate reaction from Kevorkian, who had dis- 
missed the trial as a “lynching” by a judicial system out to get him. Moments 
later, the 67-year-old retired pathologist hugged and shook hands with support- 
ers. 

Kevorkian called on the medical profession to set up guidelines to regulate 
doctor-assisted suicide for the seriously-ill. Vowing not to stop his efforts for 
the suffering, he said “I’ve never been so convinced of being right in my life. 
The thing that would stop me at this is being burned at the stake.” 


Snoring and obesity, an inescapable cycle 


NEW ORLEANS — Older men who snore gain more weight than silent 
sleepers, a study has found. 

Many people who snore also stop breathing for a few seconds, a condition 
called sleep apnea. The lack of breath wakes the sleeper - often so briefly he 
does not realize it - and can leave him feeling sleepy during the day. 

Previous research has indicated that obesity can contribute to sleep apnea. 
One possible explanation is that the sleeper’s fat pushes down on the airway, 
interfering with breathing. 

The new research indicates that sleep apnea may also cause weight gain, said 
Dr. J.W. Weiss, lead author of a study presented Tuesday at a meeting of the 
American Thoracic Society and the American Lung Association. 

Weiss theorized that apnea sufferers are too tired to want to do much, and 
start putting on the weight. 


California roller coaster charges at 100 mph 


VALENCIA, Calif. — Frightful new attractions are popping up across the 
country this summer, luring youngsters on high-speed joyrides and flouting the 
fundamental law of the land. 

The law of gravity, that is. 

A new roller coaster opening June | at Six Flags Magic Mountain is designed 
to break the 100 mph barrier for the first time. The ride, called Superman the 
Escape, propels riders from a standstill to 100 mph in seven seconds up a 415- 
foot tower, where they float in zero gravity until they drop backward. 

That happens at 100 mph, too. Weightlessness lasts about 6.5 seconds, anoth- 
er record, the park says. 

Coinpetition is pushing designers to make rides like Olympic athletes: faster, 
higher and — one hopes — stronger. 

Promoters in the hype-happy amusement business have been bragging about 
100 mph coasters since the 1920s. But that was before radar guns and truth-in- 
advertising laws. 

Actually, 82 mph is the record right now, claimed jointly by the Desperado at 
Buffalo Bill’s Casino in Stateline, Nev., and the Steel Phantom in Kennywood, 
outside Pittsburgh.

This means that a student writing a 
paper could call up the full text of a 
document and insert a quote and cita- 
tion into his paper without having to 
retype the quote. 

The HBLL will have full-service 
workstations which will be able to 
read CDs and access the Internet, 
World Wide Web, e-mail and stu- 
dents’ work from a floppy disk, 
Jordan said. Limited service worksta- 
tions will facilitate only library 
searches. 

Horizon will be running on a 
client/server hard drive architecture 
instead of the present mainframe 
computer. “With this hardware, more 
information can be passed from serv- 
er to client,” Jordan said.

And unless something drastic happens, Poole and the Lady Cougars 
will reach their goal and bring home a sixth straight WAC title. 

“Based on the indoor results, fingers would point to us to win the 
championship,” Poole said. The strongest congpetition for the Lady 
Cougars will be from Fresno State and Texas-El Paso, he said. 

After annihilating the closest competition at the indoor championships 
by 110 points in February, the women’s track and field team has solidly 
held its position for the duration of the outdoor season. 

Going into the championships, the team currently sits comfortably 
atop the WAC, and is ranked 11th in the U.S. Track Coaches 
Association Top 25 poll. 

The athletes have trained intensely to prepare for this meet, Poole 
said. He feels that personal best times and NCAA qualifying times will 
result. 

“As a team we’re not focusing on the WAC Championship,” Poole 
said. ““We’re focusing on each person doing the best in each event.” 

The men’s track and field team has similar hopes. “Our number one 
priority is to win the championship,” said Willard Hirschi, men’s head 
coach. 

Led by sprinters Felix Andam and Leonard Myles-Mills, along with 


distance specialists Craig Lawson and Brandon Rhoads, the men’s team 
will make it difficult for top-ranked UTEP to take the trophy. 

“Tf all the teams performed as they have throughout the season, UTEP 
would win,” Hirschi said. “We hope to reverse that.” 

Strong showings are also expected from Marek Samseli in the triple 
and long jumps and Matt McCauley, who hit a season high 17 feet in 
the pole vault last week at the Utah Collegiate Championships. 

Hirschi hopes the team will score in all events except the 400m, since 
BYU has no entries in that event. 

Based on the number of participants, Hirschi expects the most points 
to come from the distance events: 10,000m, 5,000m, 1,500m and 
800m. Reaching NCAA qualifying times for distance runners will be 
troublesome considering the altitude and doubling, or running distance 
events on consecutive days. 

The chance of reaching NCAA qualifying times in Albuquerque “is 
practically non-existent,” Hirschi said. Scoring will be the main interest. 

“The goal for distance runners is to place as high as possible the first 
day and reserve what energy you can for the next day,” Hirschi said. 

Both the men’s and women’s teams enter the WAC Outdoor 
Championships as defending champions. Both teams also won the WAC 
Indoor Championships in February. Hirschi and Poole were named 
coaches of the year for indoor track, and All-American Amy 
Christians2n, in the shot-put and 20-pound weight throw, was named 
“Performer of the Meet.” 

Christiansen, who holds the BYU record in the shot put (55-5.5) and 
has reached NCAA automatic qualifying standards in the shot put and 
hammer throw, will also enter in the javelin throw.

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Tobacco industry not to blame 
for Utah smokers’ medical bills 


Forced to pick up a multi-million dollar Medicaid tab, Utah officials are consid- 
ering taking the easy way out of their problem. Their solution? Blame someone 
else. 

Utah Attorney General Jan Graham is in full support of a $120 million lawsuit 
against the tobacco industry to recover Medicaid costs linked to smoking-related 
illnesses. In her own words, she feels “the state of Utah stands to gain a great 
deal” and she does not want Utah to “be left out.” If Utah should decide to pursue 
the lawsuit, they will be joining 8 other states: Florida, Louisiana, Minnesota, 
Maryland, Massachusetts, Mississippi, Texas and West Virginia, all of which are 
already suing some of the country’s largest tobacco producers. 

It seems logical enough: tobacco producers are responsible for the tobacco con- 
sumed by Utahns, which subsequently leads to potentially fatal (and expensive) 
diseases like lung cancer. Therefore, tobacco producers should be held account- 
able for the costs involved in treating tobacco-related disease, right? 

Not necessarily. With this logic a person might as well blame butter producers 
for their own personal butter-indulgences leading to cholesterol-related heart dis- 
ease. 

We must operate society on the presumption that people in general are rational, 
intelligent creatures with the ability to take responsibility for their actions. This is 
why we protect our children with laws against alcohol and tobacco use before 
they reach a “responsible” age. This is why the law requires every box of ciga- 
rettes to be clearly marked with a warning label, alerting the consumer of poten- 
tial health hazards and disease. For decades people have been told of the dangers 
of smoking in schools and through the media. Ignorance is not an excuse. We 
must-assume at this point that the consumers are informed and they will now take 
responsibility for their own actions. 

It}fs true that the tobacco industry pours millions into advertising a product they 
know is harmful to people’s health. It is also true that despite tobacco advertisers’ 
claims that they do not target children and teens in their advertising, there are still 
many children and teens who take up smoking every year. However, these are the 
kinds of risks we take by living in a free market society where we practice a prin- 
ciple called agency. 

It}{vould be easy to jump on the moral bandwagon and demand that the tobacco 
indgstry clean up the mess they seem to have created. What is more difficult, but 
als(j more appropriate, is to somehow make smokers take responsibility for their 
ows} medical problems. Whether it is an additional cigarette tax funnelled entire- 
ly into the Medicaid program or a higher insurance premium on smokers, the 
focus needs to be on the individuals who have put themselves at risk. 

Sifing the tobacco industry may be a safe political move, it may sound morally 
jus but it is not ethical and it is not consistent with the principles of agency we 
belifeve in.

Medical doctors have the necessary qualifi- 
cations, experience, training and equipment to 
deal with the many unique emergencies that 
can arise during a delivery, and no midwife 
can take a doctor’s place in such an important 
situation. The same is true for prenatal care — 
a midwife can pat the woman’s hand and sym- 
pathize with her new maternal discomforts, 
but she doesn’t know enough to be giving any 
advice to anyone and can do more harm than 
good. 

With a completely normal pregnancy and 
delivery, a woman and her baby would proba- 
bly be OK after birth without a doctor or a 
midwife, but who are parents to take chances 
with the new life that’s been created? If some- 
thing went wrong during childbirth, and the 
damage sustained could have been prevented 
had the mother been at a real hospital with a 
medical doctor present, I say the responsibility 
for the brain damage of the child lies with the 
parents for making such a risky, uninformed 
decision. Go to a doctor. Go to the hospital. 
It’s more expensive, but if you can’t afford to 
bring a child into the world under the safest 
possible conditions, don’t punish the child 
with ignorance.

BYU’s Museum of Art curators 
Herman du Toit and Dawn Pheysey

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ack box’ reveals possibility of explosion 


Officials at NTSB headquarters in 
Washington began analyzing the first 
recorder’s contents late Monday, 
hours after a police diver stumbled 
onto the 30-pound device. It was 
shipped in a water-filled cooler to 
ensure against drying in a way that 
might damage it. 

Also Tuesday, officials from numer- 
ous agencies, including the Navy and 
Air Force, worked to recover pieces 
of the plane. The main fuselage is in a 
crater about 130 feet by 40 feet and of 
an undetermined depth. 

“We want to do it properly,” Francis 
said. “We’re going to take our time 
and make sure we don’t plunge into 
some sort of an effort that leads us up 
the wrong road and then have to start 
again.” 

Helicopters began dropping tempo- 
rary platforms around the crash site to 
hold parts of the DC-9 as they are 
pulled from the muck. The parts will 
then be shipped to a hanger at 
Tamiami Airport south of Miami. 

The Atlanta-bound jet crashed into 
the Everglades shortly after takeoff 
from Miami, killing all 109 people on 
board. The pilot had been trying to 
make an emergency return to Miami 
after smoke was reported in the cock- 
pit. 

The recovery work has been compli- 


. cated by skin-irritating jet fuel, heat in 


the 80s, razor-sharp sawgrass, biting 
insects and the danger of alligatars 
and poisonous snakes. 

At an airport hotel in Miami, about 
65 family members continued their 
vigil. Authorities explained the search 
and planned to show the families pho- 
tos of the crash site, which many rela- 
tives want to visit. The NTSB is con- 
sidering their requests.

Hinson said the effort will be speeded 
up in the aftermath of Saturday’s 
ValuJet crash in Florida’s Everglades 
that killed 109 people. 

Hinson testified before the Senate 
Transportation Committee that the 
moves are in response to Clinton’s 
demand that the nation’s airlines 
“continue to operate at the highest 
level of safety.” 

Hinson said the FAA, accused of 
laxity by some critics, is launching a 
thorough review of how inspectors are 
used and is adopting a new system to 
gather safety and performance data 
from the nation’s airlines. 

Mary Fackler Schiavo, the 
Transportation Department’s inspec- 
tor general, said today her agency is 
investigating reports that FAA offi- 
cials were pressured to certify low- 
fare airlines. 

The Transportation Department and 
the FAA determine when an airline is 
safe to fly, she said on CBS-TV’s 
“This Morning.” 

“When somebody reports a problem 
with a plane or airline you would 
think FAA might have a program or 
system ... We found no use made of 
trend analysis.” She said that was 
“one of the things of which we were 
very critical.”

“T feel too far removed from the stu- 
dents and the personnel in the depart- 
ments of Student Life,” he said. With 
the upcoming reorganization, “hope- 
fully communication and efficiency 
will increase.” 

Mouritsen said the approach to run- 
ning the programs now in Student 
Leadership Development will have to 
be considered carefully. 

“There are a number of ways in 
which student affairs can be orga- 
nized,” she said. “There’s always been 
a dynamic tension between the pro- 
grammatic aspect of student affairs 
and the business aspect of student 
affairs, and my hope is that under 
President Wade, the administrative 
structure will be shaped in such a way 
to reflect student needs.” 

Quick is worried about the future of 
the programs she is currently respon- 
sible for. 

“I’m not sure we’ll have Student 
Leadership Development (when plans 
are finalized),” she said. 

“Basically what they’ve done is 
eliminate the department and put 
things over in Student Auxiliary 
Services.” 

Quick said she has nothing to do 
with making these decisions for her 
department. 

“He told me that I was being asked 
to leave that position,” she said. 

Quick has been managing director 
of Student Leadership Development 
since 1987 and associate dean since 
1991. 

She started at BYU as director of 
the Ernest L. Wilkinson Center 11 
years ago. 

“Everybody’s afraid right now — a 
classic reorganization thing,” Quick 
said. 

Mouritsen has not yet decided what 
she will do in the fall, but she expects 
to sit where she is until the end of 
August, which is also the end of the 
fiscal year. 

She will probably take on full-time 
faculty status in the fall, she said. 
Wade has not offered her another 
position in Student Life, she said. 

“He’s pretty much left it in my 
court,” she said. 

Mouritsen’s position is being adver- 
tised across campus and was in the 
Church News Saturday. 

The position will be different from 
the current dean of Student Life job 
because of the pending administrative 
changes, Wade said. Applications are 
due early next month. 

Quick said Wade told her she could 
apply for the dean of students posi- 
tion, which with the changes coming 
to that job would be basically like 
applying for her own job with a cou- 
ple of additions, she said. 

He also told her she could apply for 
the director of training in Student 
Auxiliary Services, Quick suid.

500 signs protesting

Although some say repealing the 
federal gas tax will decrease gas 
prices, authorities said prices will not 
decrease much with the repeal and the 
federal deficit would continue to 
increase. 

The gas tax, imposed by the Clinton 
administration in 1993, is dedicated to 
a general fund used to reduce the fed- 
eral deficit, said Harlan Miller, a plan- 
ning engineer with the Federal 
Highway Administration. If the feder- 
al gas tax is repealed, the money pro- 
duced from the tax will not be added 
to the general fund. 

Norm Thurston, assistant professor 
of economics, said that unless federal 
spending is reduced or a compensat- 
ing tax is implemented elsewhere, 
repealing the gas tax will increase the 
deficit. 

Repealing the tax may not decrease 
gas prices much, either. 

Thurston said when the federal gov- 
ernment instituted the tax it was with 
the hope that gas prices wouldn’t rise 
at all. Although the oil companies did 
pass on some of the tax to consumers, 
prices were not raised the full 4.3 
cents. 

“Tt’s not clear that gas prices will 
drop by the full 4.3 cents per gallon, 
because they weren’t raised that

Opinion of Dole and Clinton varies, 
Republicans expecting to gain seats

The political climate is heating up. 
Both Democrats and Republicans are 
making accusations, forming rebuttals 
and planning for the November elec- 
tion. 

Right now both sides admit that any- 
thing can happen. But from the politi- 
cians themselves to students at BYU, 
everyone has an opinion about 
November’s election. 

Rep. Jim Hansen, R-Utah, said of 
the 1996 election, “We just had a 
meeting with the National Republican 
Campaign Committee. We expect to 
pick up four more seats in ‘96. In

conservative in predicting only four. It 
is early, but we are confident that we 
will keep the majority in the House.” 

Senator Larry Craig, R-Idaho, was 
more forward in his prediction. Of the 
upcoming 1996 election he said,

dictions, I think the Republicans will 
hold the House of Representatives 
and gain seats in the Senate. In other 
words, President Bob Dole will have 
a Republican majority in Congress to 
send him a Balanced Budget 
Amendment, tax cut legislation and a 
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balanced federal budget.” 

Michelle Robinson, a senior from 
Palos Verdes, Calif., majoring in 
political science, said she will vote for 
Dole but doesn’t believe that he has 
what it takes to win in November. 

“He doesn’t have a message. He has 
no idea where we need to go as a 
country. But, I’d rather have Dole 
than Clinton. It is sad that there is no 
one better,’ Robinson said. 

Eric Storm, a senior from League 
City, Texas, majoring in business 
management, said that Dole will not 
win the election because he can’t 
communicate his message. 

“Dole doesn’t have the charisma 
that Clinton has, and you need that to 
win an election,” Storm said. “It’s sad, 
but I don’t think that he will win. I'll 
still vote for Dole.. I’d rather vote for 
Satan than Clinton.” 

Lisa Fry, a senior from Provo, 
majoring in political science, said that 
she definitely thinks that Clinton will 
win unless something very drastic 
happens. 

“Clinton would have to make a big 
error for Dole to win the presidency,” 
she said. “I'll vote. for Clinton 
because I think his policies are more 
directed toward helping the average 
man and Clinton has a clearer agenda 
than Dole.”
